YWou are already aware that the Detochment under 
y command reached Koosh-kina-Kood on the 28th 
litimo, where we hulted on the following day to enable 
Etliot to complete his arrangements, On the 
ing of the 30th, we moved on Sungboor, 16 miles 
the direction of Saerwan Killah, where the force 
x Mahomed Allum Khan had been completely 
ted the evening before by the Rebels, His guns 
en from him, &c, &e. This unfortunate defeat had 
mi the means of enabling the Rebel Chief to gain 
by adherents, and his force from all accounts was 
nning to assume @ formidable appearance. It was 
efor deemed advisable to make our movements as 
idly and secretly as possible.

ascertained by them that the enemy had actually taken 
up a position near the village of chat name. . 

Accordingly, on the morning cf the Sd, the force 
moved soon after sun-rise, and abuut 10 A a. reached 
the heights in front of the village of Lundie Kowah, 
where the Rebels had taken up a strong position 
amougst Sand Hills with a Canal along their rear: 
Guldo Khan's Ressallah with Lieutenant Patterson, 
having succeeded in driving in their advance posta, 
pave time forthe guns under Lieut Hawkins, supported 

y the 21 Regt. N. L,.to get into position, A well 
directed fire of shrapnell and grape having been 
opened on the Rebels, amounting to 12 or 1500 Horse 
and Foot, were prevented crossing the crest of the 
heights behind which they were ensconced, The [n- 
fantry followed up che advantage tlus gained by the 
Artillery and, under a leavy fire of Matchlocks, drove 
the enemy completely from their position. The 
Rebels bad been drawn up in four divisions, two of 
which attempted to turn our loft bat unsuecessfully, 
the Cavalry having charged and defeated their object 
in that quarter. By this time the flight was preity 
general and the party of the Ist Cavalry with the 
Guddo Khan's Ressallah-pursued and completed the 
route, One Standard was taken, The killed and 
wounded on our side are as annexed, ‘That on the 
enemy amounted to sixty left dead on the field, 
amongst which a Chief. Fuegbolah Alizza. The 
wounded were proportionally great, but as the enemy 
carried them all away their nombers eannot be esti-+ 
mated correctly. Having refreshed my men at Lundie 
Nowah by half an hour's halt, the Detaehment con- 
tinned its march on Shorncek, the stronghold of the 
Rebel Chieftain, where the guns lost by Molomed 
Allum Khan were recaptured. 

Talso beg to mention that since Lieut Liliot, the 
Political Agent, first joined me at Koush-kina-Koo., 
I hove found bis information with regard to the 
country and the movements of the Rebels to have 
been most accurate, and his arrangements for (he sup- 
plies and forage of the Troops most admirable. 

In conclusion, where all have done their duty it 
would be invidious to name individuals ; but from the 
circumstances of Guddo Khan's Ressallah not being 
a component part of the regular Force, I may be 
excused in bringing to the notice of the Major Gene- 
ral the conspicuous gallantry of thft Leader and his 
men; his loss has been most severe as you will see 
from the Return,

and Native figures or characters a certain number to

Gazette. And after such publication if the owner or 
other person in charge of any such public conveyance 
as aforesaid shall receive or require any higher rate 
for the hire thereof, or shall refuse a fare upon tender 
of the prescribed rate, the person or persons on whose 
application the number of such public conveyance 
shall have been furnished as aforesaid shall be liable 
on conviction before a Justice of the Peace in any sum 
not exceeding Tweuty Rupees.

Act No, -—— or 1841. 


An Act for the trial of Prisoners charged with the 
commission af certain offences within the Istand of 
Bombay, and Cotaba and the Harbour of Bombay. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to extend the juris- 
diction conferred upon the Court of Petty Sessions in 
Bombay by Rule, Ordinance and Regulation I] of 
1827, Article I, Title IV and to give the power of 
summary conviction to single Magistrates of Police in 
certain cases; It is hereby enacted, that all persons 
charged with the commission of Simple Larceny, or with 
receiving goods or property knowing the same to have 
been stolen within the Island of Bombay, and Colaba 
and the Harbour of Bombay, may be tried by the Court 
of Petty Sessions in Bombay, provided the value of the 
property the prisoner is charged with having stolen 
or received as aforesaid, does not, according to the 
belief of the said Court, exceed Twenty Rupees. 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Court 
of Petty Sessions shall not have power to sentence 
any such person to be imprisoned with or without 
hard labour for a longer period than twelve calendar 
months, or to be transported. 

Ill.. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be law- 
ful for the Court of Petty Sesions when any person is 
charged before them with cither of the offences afore- 
said, at ite discretion, instead of trying such person, to 
commit for trial before Her Majesty's Supreme 
Gourt of Justice in Bombay.
